tjtls, we undersUnd, President Oar- 
fansa Is thoroughly In accord. 
"Before the revolution," it Is 

stated, "there was considerably less 
than a hundred schools In the whole 
State. Now there are 2,400. These 
schools have taken the place of the 
churches. Formerly there was a 
priest upon every hacienda, but, now 
there is a school. The churches 
have been closed for some time, 
and at first a few of the people 
were surprised that the heavens 
did not tall. But as nothing very 
dreadful happened, . they soon be- 
came accustomed to the change. 
The priests hsTS of eourse. oppoeed 
the reforms at every step, and have 
been allied with reactionary Inter- 
eets." 

This is Indeed interesting — if it 
at all be true. Some of the reforms 
noto<l are certainly desirable. There 
is :nucli ri a.'^mi to suspect that they 
ar,e in the mala reforms merely on 
paper. The Jump from 100 schools 
to 2,400 In so short a time Is 
rather dubious, to say the leaat. 
The $50,000,000 corporation will 
have to show the whence and 
whither of its flaaaees before we 
can unreservedly rejolee la it. 
Revolutions have always acted in 
this peculiar way. They have 
promised much to the people of 
the "lower" classes: they have in 
the first few years of success and 
power endeavored to fulfill their 
promises and partially done so. 
But when a few more years have 
rolled by it has been found that 
their programme has be« n of Injury 
rather than of assistance to the 
poor. So do we fear will prove 
the much tooted change in Mexico. 
What great sufferings that revolu- 
tion has caused to the workers In 
that stricken country we already 
have In part been told. 

The slur upon the prleethood 
and the church Is absolutely unde- 
served. It is there that Carranxa's 
New York financial representative 
shows his hand. With the eco- 
nomic reforms In Yucatan the 
church in Itself has nothing to do. 
With the particular manner of car- 
rying out agricultural activities it 
can scarcely be held responsible. 
Ii has not been In charge of the 
Government In the manner of 
education it has been handicapped 
for over u hundred years. That is 
always forgotten In the stories told 
today of Mexico. The church can 
not be under iadlctment for abases 
In Mexico. She has been hampered 
in her work at every step. She has 
been prohibited from carrying on 
the work of education. "The 
Schools Supplanting Church In 
Yucatan" runs the headline in the 
article from which we have iiuoted. 
That is a foolish and malignant, 
statement of the case. 

Tho noted traveler, Alexander 
von Humboldt, in his Kssat Poli- 
tique, has something to say of con- 
ditions among the laboring people 
before the church was overpowered 
In Mexico. He writes from his 
own experiences in that country, 
rt may be pardonable to state his 
phrase again — a phrase which has 
no doubt been quoted before. "No- 
where," be says, "do the common 
people enjoy the fruits of their 
labor more than in Mexico. The 
Indian laborer is poor but be is 



free. His condition is much 
preferable to that of the peaaantiry 
of a large part of northern Bur- 
ope." And hummls, who gives the 
words of Humboldt In this regard, 
has this to add: "The Indian la- 
borers were not slaves. There was 
no niita In Mexico; no compulsory 
labor in mines; no labor without 
wages. Tne Indian who did not 
like the mine, or its administrator, 
or it^ wages, was perfectly free to 
go elsewhere— or to stay out alto- 
gether." 

The true story of Mexico should 
be told. It will not throw a shadow 
Id any way upon the Catholic 
church as certain gentlemen seek 
so painfully to do. It will show 
that the church has brought a 
light to Mexico and a policy of 
justice to the laborer, and that this 
was destroyed only by those who 
souKlit to destroy the church. We 
fear that the representatives of the 
Carranza Covernni'Mit should learii 
l)etter the history of their count ry. 
We can not believe from i)ast 
knowledge that their "reforms" 
will last We know well how they 
stand on the question of the church 
In Mexico. And we know even bet- 
ter how strenuously Washington 
strove to help tJiem to that power, 
by which they have beea abl« to 
put their Um as to the church into 
practice. C. B. of C. V.

The Right Rev. Denis O'Donag- 
hue, Bishop of Louisville, this week 
received notice of the decree made 
by Pope Benedict XV. forbidding 
lancing at all picnics, entertain- 
ments and social functions given by 
Catholic churches or by societies or 
organisations tor the benefit ot any 
religious institations under Catholic 
auspices. The decree, which 
merely is the universal enforce- 
ment of the legislation of the Third 
i'lenary Council of Baltimore, was 
dated at Rome, .March 31. Dancing 
as ^ucli is not lorbidden. liut dis- 
(iplii]<' n-i(uiie.s iill peisons who 
fl»4i--iB any sort ol dandog the oc- 
casion of sin to refrain from the 
practice- The decree from Borne 
now gives the prohibition the high- 
est sanction of the church and 
makes its enforcement compulsory 
upon all Bishops and priests 
throughout the whole world. Bishop 
O'Donaghue said Tuesday night that 
he would immediately diiect all 
pastors in the dioci'se lo see that 
the decree Is strictly enlorced.

Interference with American ship- 
ping. Despite the efforts of the 
paid pro-English press It was 
claimed in these columns since the 
outbreak of the war that the 
masses of the Aineiican people had 
no love for Kngland and that they 
were utterly opposed to the "hands 
across the sea" policy advocated 
by Henry Watterson and others of 
the Carnegie Lecture Bureau. The 
plea that Bagland was the friend 
of little nations, etc., fooled some 
of the people, who believed that 
John Bull was Interested in Bel- 
gium for the tatter's good, but the 
policy of the British Government 
in its murder of the Irish revolu- 
tionists exopsed the known biutal- 
ity which it has always practiced in 
dealing with weaker nations or in- 
dividuals. The Christian Herald, a 
Protestant publication, published at 
the Bible House In New York City, 
pretty near furnishes the keynote 
of public opinion in this country In 
the following in its latest Issue: 

History records few acts so 
stupid and so unjust as the lecent 
wluih>sale executions of I he leaders 
ol the lri.<li rebellion. .Nets as un- 
just lune been coiuniitted; acts 
which were in themselves as stupid, 
liut iIm- >uipidity of this act at this 
particular lime is Immeasurable. 
England and her allies have been 
trying to make the world believe, 
that they stand for a higher and 
truer type of freedom than do their 
enemies. - Sir Edward Orey, In a 
long and careful interview re- 
printed In a rj'cetit number of the 
New York Time -laies this claim 
seriously aud eaiiiestly: That Eng- 
land Is fighting for an interna- 
tional method that shall end all 
war and for a true and real type 
ot liberty. In claiming that this 
has been the past vlrlt of Britain 
Sir Edward appears for the moment 
to have forgotten the Transvaal, not 
to ^o farther back than the present 
centuiT- 

There are many peculiaih iik1> 
and di.itreasing features in the 
whole legrettable affair. First of 
all, the men might have been 
granted the consideration usually 
extended to prisoners of war. This 
was desirable from every point of 
view, rather than to remove them 
with swift and savage slaughter. 
Another shocking element was the 
youth and pure idealism of the vic- 
tims. Patrick Pear.se. President of 
the short-lived republic, was school- 
master, author and poet. .Joseph 
Plunkett, fwenty-fivi' vears old, wa« 
a poel and editor, i uian of un- 
usual attainments as a scholar. 
Daly was but twenty-four years old. 
William Pearse, thirty years old. 
was tutor and sculptor. O'Hanra- 
han was also an editor. F. Sheehy 
Skeffington, one of the victims, 
seems to liave been entirely guilt- 
less of participation In the present 
rebellion. He was also an editor, 
and had resided for some time in 
America. Worst of all was the ad 
mission In Parliament that Skeffing- 
ton and two other Journalists had 
been executed "without the 
knowledge of the military authori- 
ties, and before martial law was 
actually in operation." Joseph 
Plunkett was married a few hours 
before his execution, his bride wear- 
ing widow's weeds. Heartrending 
Stories are told of the anguish of 



mothers and wives of the executed 
men. And many signs point to alto 
gether unreasonable severity In has 
tenlng Oia oascutlons. 

The unwisdom of the British Oov- 
i>rnment*8 harsh methods with the 
Irish rebels lies not only in the fact 
that it lessens her international 

i influence foi- Justice. liberty and 
peace, but that it resurrects and 
, eiierti/es in the people of her de- 
I pendencies the very thing she tries 
I to kill. It would seem that states- 
' men ought to realize by this time 
' that you can not kill a movement 
by killing Its leaders, "fhls Is what 
Herod and Nero tried to do with 
Christianity, but the blood that fell 
iif)m the necks of their Aictims be- 
came the seeii from which hosts 
(it new helie\ers arose, and in less 
than Ihii'e (enturies. instearl ot the 
Roman Empire having comiuered 
Christianity Christianity had con- 
quered the empire. The method 
has been tried with scholars as well 
as with saints, but history shows 
that you do not kill a scientific or 
sociological principle by killing the 
men who teach It. And what is 
true of saints and scholars Is true 
of patriots. To kill them simply 
produces more patriots. f)f course 
nations and races have been sub- 
dued and exterminated by whole- 
sale slaughter or overwhelming 
military conquest, but to kill the 
spirit ot revolt by killing the lead- 
ers of revolt Is a thing that can 
not be done. 

As has been clearly "pointed out 
recently by several scholarly writ- 
ers, the secret of universal peace 
and brotherhood will come by ex- 
panding the spirit of patriotism, 
broadening it from province to na- 
tion, from nation to confederations 
of nations, till it shall embraee all 
the world. 

England has missed a rare chance 
of sublimating Irish patriotism to 
this broad and high purpose. Her 
troubles with Ireland are more 
acute than ever. And she has added 
a score of earnest faces and staunch 
souls to the already crowded gallery 
of Irish niartyi hero's
